It was 
said that the Americans may be 
simply consulting Litvinoff at length, 
entirely informally, concerning ques- 
tions which he would have to deal 
with eventually, but which need not 
be mentioned specifically at the time 
recognition is announced.

the past Week against the militant Needle Trades 
Workers’ Industrial Union. The bosses, the A. F. of L. 
officials, with its socialist leadership, and the capitalist 
government, are jointly conspiring to annihilate the 
Industrial Union. The fur department, the strongest 
section of the union, is being made the main target 
of their blows. 


Twenty-eight leaders and active rank and file 
members of the Needle Trades Union, including Ben 
Gold, Louis Hyman, I. Potash, A. Winogradsky and 
J. Schneider, have been indicted by the Federal Grand 
Jury on frame-up charges of “restraint of trade and 
terrorism.” 

As a smoke screen for this effort to crush the In- 
dustrial Union, the Grand Jury belatedly raises the 
issue of racketeering, indicting also real racketeers and 
criminals, the 75 fur firms, members of two fur em- 
ployers’ trade associations and several A. F. of L. fur 
union officials. 


It is significant that the indictment against the 
real racketeers came about as a result of the initiative 
of the Industrial Union, which, ds far back as last 
August, produced evidence of a series of atrocities 
against the fur workers which had been perpetrated 
by the fur bosses and the A. F. of L. fur union officials. 
The union demanded action against the bloody terror. 
Among the many outrages which the socialist leaders 
of the A. F. of L. fur union and the bosses jointly had 
executed, were’ the bombing. and murder of Morris 
Langer, organizer of the fur dyers and dressers, and 
the gangster attack on the headquarters of the union, 
aimed at killing the leaders of the union and resulting 
in the murder of a fur worker and the wounding of 
many others. For months the local and federal gov- 
ernment agencies were silent until last week, when 
the indictment handed down included those who had 
been victimized by the gangsters and racketeers, as well 
as those guilty of perpetrating the crimes.
